tery and a Royal Canadian 
Legion Field of Honour. The 
site is located on crown land 
which would be deeded to 
the city for $1. 

In discussing the issue, 
MPC Chairman’ Barry 


Breadner termed the issue 
‘clearly political’’, which he 
said made it difficult for 
MPC to handle. Staff, he 


commented, found it awk- 
ward in dealing with the 
matter. 

City Manager Bob Byron 
told his fellow commissioners 
that there was no objection 
from the MD to the city’s 
acquisition of the adjacent 
site in the event that more 
space is needed in the future. 
He said that water would be 


the only utility in much 
demand and that this was 
available. In regard to the 
question of alternate sites, 
he said the staff had not had 
sufficient time to ascertain 
what other crown land was 
available. 

Director of Planning Way- 
ne Gordon said that road 
access was a concern of his 


as the ceremonial component 
of most funerals took place in 
Edmonton or St. Albert, and 
the roads leading to the 
cemetery were ‘‘not in the 
best condition’’, particularly 
in winter. 

Because of what it termed 


its ‘‘political’’ nature, the 
MPC decided to send the list

Trustees of the Protestant 
School Board were presented 
with figures at their April 25 
meeting which showed the 
Project Incentive Pilot Study 
to be having some success 
although data from the past 
used in comparison is some- 
what sketchy. 

The figures show a de- 
crease in money doled out to 
repair damage caused by 
acts of vandalism to be 
$4,794.35 in the period Sep- 
tember 1, 1978 to April 1, 
1979. For the same period 
the previous year the Board 
paid out $8,676.95. 

Assistant Superintendent 
Lowell Throndson told trust- 
ees the figures indicated 
major progress and asked 
that they consider upping the 
allocation to each school from 
$1.50 per student to $2 per 
student. The money remains 
in trust over the school year 
and students receive what- 
ever sum is left after vandal- 
ism costs (incurred during 
school hours) have been 
paid, This year a total of 
$1,302.63 will be paid to the 
four schools involved in the 
program. They started the 
year with $2,665.95. 

Trustee Scott ‘Friese said 
he was a little concerned 
about the cost comparison 
using figures from before the 
present detailed recording 
system was established.

WHAT THE ELECTION 
CAMPAIGN IS NOT ABOUT 


As the date of the federal election draws 
nearer, there are some important issues that 
are not being raised, as decision-makers 
Trudeau, Clark and Broadbent race across the 
country. 


One of these is Canada’s commitment and 
policy to countries of the third world, and to 
Africa in particular, being the world’s second 
largest continent, and by far the poorest. 


Yet the continent, like Canada, is rich in raw 
resources. It is not by aid programs which have 
proved ineffective, but by policies that would 
ensure that we do not hinder their develop- 
ment, that we can help. 

Africa and other third world countries must 
be paid for their resources in accordance with 
what they are worth, and helped with 
technology and advice to become self-reliant. 
Eliminating the tsetse fly, for example, could 
bring an estimated 700 million hectares of 
good land into use, to feed starving people and 
relieve perpetual famines. 

The Internationalist reports that The British 
government, abetted by France and Hololina 
took delivery of 7500 tons of uranium from 
Namibia, and not one penny of the income 
earned went to benefit the Namibian workers. 

Economic balances of such magnitude will 
in the long run, mean eocnomic woes for the 
western world, and Canadian leadefs should 
let Canadians know where they stand on this 
issue. 

Another situation that is not coming under 
discussion during the campaign is the 
progress of the Strategic Arms Limitation 
Treaties - the SALT 11 talks, between the U.S. 
and the Russians. Canada is mightily vulner- 
able if these treaties fail, and we now have 
President Carter talking about war if Russia 
“cheats” on the treaty. One questioner in the 
Maritimes asked Joe Clark about his position 
on SALT and was put off by “I'd have to get 
back to you - then turning the conversation to 
potatoes. 

The Russians pay considerable attention to 
Civil Defence measures for protecting large 
numbers of their people in the event of a 
nuclear strike. Canadians should be informed 
by their leaders what plans are in place for 
and also how our armed forces are to be 
strengthened. And they should be told how 
Canada is backing up the United States on the 
Salt treaties. Vying for trade is one thing, but 
policies to back up the Americans in their 
efforts to avoid war should take precedence. 

Let's hear it from Pierre, Joe and Ed before 
May 22. After that, they will be too busy to 
inform the public on these matters, or they may 
be pushed into classified information files.

Takes umbrage with Gazette story and editorials 


I wish to respond to last week’s editorials on the front 
page (‘Promotors Get Fast Action”) and editorial page 
(“Who Runs Our City?” and MPC As Hamlet”), which 
infers that city council is uninformed and control rests in 
the hands of the civic administration. The disjointed and 
confusing comment centres around a proposed commercial 
development on Galarneau Place, next to the Ron 
Hodgson dealership. 

To put things in perspective, permit me to first of all 
explain some procedures. 

A property owner can receive permission for 
development, by council giving a zoning, or passing a 
Development Control Resolution (D.C.R.). Zoning or 
D.C.R.’s once given can only be changed by council. St. 
Albert policy calls for the M.P.C. (Municipal Planning 
Commission) to assess the technical merits related to a 
proposed change, and make a recommendation to council. 
If council wishes to proceed, then by provincial regulation 
or council policy, there must be an advertisement and 
public hearing related to the necessary amendment. Only 
then will the amendment be accepted or rejected by 
council. Civic staff viewpoints are generally put forward 
and considered in M.P.C. 

A brief historical review of the Galarneau development 
shows that city council passed D.C.R.#12 in July, 1977 
which gave the property owner the right to proceed with 
specific types of commercial development. 

A development proposal was prepared by Building 
Bunch Ltd. in June of 1978 and presented to M.P.C., but 
before being considered, it was voluntarily withdrawn. A 
new company have now brought forward to M.P.C. the 
same proposal which includes a Food Centre (37,000 sq. 
ft.), a Home Improvement Centre (17,000 sq. ft.), and 
Retail-Office Development (65,000 sq. ft.). The original 
D.C.R., which is still in force, permits all the proposed 
development except the Food Centre. Hence the need for 
the requested change in approved use as initiated by the 
developer. Consideration of this request last week by 
M.P.C. was tabled pending provision of further 
information on transportation stemming from current 
studies of transportation in the Highway #2 corridor. All 
members of council have received information relating to 
the development, both last June, and again this year. 
Professional technical assessments, and the considered 
approach of M.P.C. have demonstrated, that approval of 
any change of permitted use will look at the transportation 
question. 

Let me respond to some of the more blatant points 
which need correction. First of all the inference, ““That if 
they (the developers) get staff approval council approval 


will automatically follow,” is very misleading because of 
the compulsory approval procedures which I have 
outlined, and the undeniable fact that members of council 
have demonstrated they do not always agree with a staff 
opinion, even if it supports a proposal. The third editorial 
relating to M.P.C. states, “A D.C.R. amendment which 
would have permitted development of a super- 
market” leaves the impression that M.P.C. could have in 
some way given approval and affect to a change in 
permitted use. Such an impression is clearly false because 
M.P.C. can only recommend such a change to council, 
and has no approval powers in this case. 

In summary, the proposed change of permitted use as 
requested by the developer, can only be approved by 
council after proper public notice. Transportation 
implications were and are under serious consideration. To 
infer that staff is being manipulated by developers, council 
is not informed, and M.P.C. will quickly give approval to 
any requested change in false. Information on the 
development has been provided to M.P.C., and council, 
by civic staff and consideration is proceeding in a normal 
and proper manner. q 

Tue shrill editorials of the Gazette, through selective 
comment, inference, and falsehood, paint an unwarranted 
picture of alarm. The call for a full scale public enquiry is 
totally unfounded. The cosmetic change of publishers 
which took place at the Gazette some months ago has 
done nothing to curb the long established tendency of the 
newspaper to write without first of all taking the time to 
gather the facts. 

The enquiry that is really needed is one of the Gazette 
by the Alberta Press Council. But that will never happen, 
because the Gazette steadfastly refuses to join the press 
council, and expose itself to a fair assessment of its 


practices by responsible peers in the newspaper business.

EDITOR’S REPLY: 

The article in question stated plainly, from the 
headline down, that our concern was actions by city 
Staff in dealing with promoters who stand to make a 
fast buck. We have no quarrel with procedures set up 
to deal with developers, other than they can take a 
very long time. In this case, the promoters were 
acting for landowners, not developers. Therefore, 
Alderman Breadner errs when he inserts in our 
original quote (see paragraph six) “That if they (the 
developers) get staff approval...” (the developers) 
was inserted by the alderman. Nor was this any 
“inference” on the part of the Gazette. City staff are 
on record as informing a non-developer group that 
they (city staff) are recommending the approval of 
the food centre, and expect no difficulty from council. 

It is that presumption by city staff, and the attitude 
behind it, that the Gazette objected to in the article. 
Mr. Breadner states that all members of Council 
“have received information" relating to the develop- 
ment, but it would appear that they have not received 
all information. 

We were concerned also with evidence that staff 
were supporting the speediest possible action, to the 
advantage of the promoters. 

As for an enquiry into the Gazette, we feel that 
Alderman Breadner, as a confidante of ex-Mayor 
Plain, is aware that the City of St. Albert launched a 
suit against the paper in 1976. The town's law firm 
informed Mr. Ernie Jamison that his firm was being 
sued for publishing wrong figures as to dollars being 
spent to acquire land in the downtown core. The 
lawyer's letter was ignored as the paper was 
satisfied their figures were not too high as claimed. A 
short time later, a letter of apology was received from 
the lawyers, saying the Gazette's figures were indeed 
not too high, and in some instances figures higher 
than those quoted in the paper had been spent. With 
watchdogs like that in city hall, the citizens are 
protected against their newspaper. 

We do have the facts, Mr. Breadner, and the 
information was shown to the new publisher prior to 
running the story. We feel the full story should also 
be available to aldermen at city hall.

workers is a bigger problem 
facing British industry that 
strikes, according to a 
leading executive. Peter W. 
McGrath is managing direc- 
tor of BL Components, an 
efficiency team brought in to 
help run the state-owned BL 
Cars, formerly British Ley- 
land. He feels the shortage of 
skilled workers is due to 
diminishing incentives which 
encourage such workers to 
take apprenticeship training. 
There is so little difference in 
their pay packets that skilled 
tradesmen such as tool- 
makers quit to become taxi 
drivers or seek work in other 
countries, says Roy Fraser, 
leader of the toolmakers. 


thorny problem for both 
management and unskilled 
workers, because, as Mr. 
McGrath points out, it is the 
skilled workers who make the 
machines that give employ- 
ment to an entire factory 
assembly line. 

Determined workers on 
the Austin and Morris car 
assembly lines were deter- 
mined their pay should be 
second to none. Using the 
power of their unions and the 
threat to withdraw their 
labour, over the years they 
narrowed the gap between 
their wages and those of 
skilled workers to the point

which opened last fall in 
Lacombe Park. William Hni- 
dan, architect at W.D. Cuts, 
will be retained to prepare 
the drawings. Costs, in- 
cluding furniture have been 
estimated at $2,893,820 and 
were approved April 25 by all 
trustees. Local taxpayers will 
be expected to bear app- 
roximately $638,132 of this 
cost. 

Akinsdale’s new school, 
described by Buildings and 
Sites Chairman Ernie Wyny- 
chuk as an eight X eight 
expanded core-type school 
(eight permanent and eight 
portable classrooms), will 
also house home economics 
and industrial arts. Once 
completed in September of 
1980 the building will be able 
to house 500 students. He 
said that right now the 
District could place 250 
_ students in the school. 


District administration has 
projected an annual enrol- 
ment increase of 150 new 
pupils per year for the next 
three years in the entire 
district. Superintendent El- 
mer Gish told trustees that 
this anticipated growth 
would put the District in a 
favourable position (near the 
90% capacity the Province 
requires for maximum fund- 
ing support). Aside from 
Woodlands and continuing 
expansion of Akinsdale, the 
superintendent said there 
was the possibility of de- 
velopment of the Oblate site 
(the hill bordered by Dawson 
+ McKenney Avenue and 
Highway 2) and ‘‘there is 
reason to believe that it will 
proceed quite quickly.”’ 


LORNE AKINS TO BE 
RENOVATED 


District 6 chose recently to 
opt into Alberta Education's 
new building program which 
requires them to submit a 
three year building. plan 
along with the cost estimates 
appearing here. They submit 
a plan each year. First 
priority was the Akinsdale 


Akinsdale to get first school 


school and accompanying 
portables. The renovation of 
Lorne Akins school was next. 
Lorne Akins wil! be used to 
house grade 10 Students 
beginning in 1981 until the 
high school student popu- 
lation is sufficient to warrant 
the construction of a high 
school in the Lacombe Park 
area. The high school is close 
to capacity right now promp- 
ting the superintendent to 
warn ‘‘we do not have much 
lead time left in Paul Kane."’ 
A request to build in 
Lacombe Park will likely 
appear in the three year plan 
slated for 1983. It will likely 
house 700 students. 

Slated for improvement 
are the science rooms and 
the industrial arts area which 
could be doubled in size. 
Lorne Akins’ staff have also 
asked for several other 
repairs and improvements 
inclyding larger administra- 
tive and general offices, 
medical room, counselling 
rooms, music room, art 
room, drama room, lunch- 
room, etc. A major improve- 
ment idea is the expansion of 
the present gym into the 
present industrial arts area 
to provide an additional 
teaching station, Many re- 
pairs and improvements such 
as a paved parking lot, better 
lighting and heating, elec- 
trical wiring and an area for 
outside viewing (the school 
has a distinct lack of 
windows) have also been 
requested. Trustees voted to 
approve in principle an 
expenditure of $545,820 of 
which $227,952 would be 
borne by local taxpayers. 
Final approval will depend 
upon how things look in the 
1980 budget, the year the 
renovations are tentatively 
scheduled to take place. 

Mr. Gish also recom- 
mended building an indus- 
trial arts shop and home 
economics wing on the W.D. 
Cuts school but trustees 
chose not to act on the 
recommendation at Wednes- 
day's meeting. W.D. Cuts 
did not receive the two 


facilities during its initial | 
construction (eyen though © 


cost savings today would be 
substantial) because of the 
Provincial fund arrange- 
ments in place at that time.

Faculte Saint-Jean is de- 
signed to allow francophone 
students to pursue their 
university studies in a 
French environment and to 
allow anglophone students to 
benefit by this environment.

Faculte Saint-Jean began 
its institutional life in 1908 in 
Pincher Creek, Alberta. It 
was founded as Juniorate 
Saint-Jean by Father Andre 
Daridon and functioned as an 
Oblate seminary. The college 
was moved to Edmonton in 
1910 and located on its 
Strathcona Hill site one year 
later. College Saint-Jean 
continued as a juniorate of 
the Oblate Order until 1943 
when it opened its doors to 
Western Canadian students 
wishing to take secondary 
and post-secondary educa- 
tion in the French language. 

In 1970, the post-secon- 
dary aspect of the college 
was integrated with the 
University of Alberta and in 
1976, the university assumed 
the ownership and operation 
of the college. 

Faculte Saint-Jean flour- 
ishes as a French instruc- 
tional and cultural centre. Its 
student population numbers 
about 150 full-time students 
and 300 part-time students. 
There are 20 full-time faculty 
members and 10 part-time 
faculty members and the 
Faculte employs an addi- 
tional 20 part-time staff 
during the summer.

Further Education gets grant increases 


Adult Albertans will be 
getting more money to 
further their education, an- 
nounced Jim Horsman, Min- 


ister of Alberta Advanced 
Education and Manpower. 
Horsman said grants of 
$7,000 a year -- an increase 
of $2,000 over the current 
$5,000 grant -- will be paid to 
designated school boards or 
advanced education institu- 
tions for the administration 
of adult further education 


courses. 

If suitable local ins uctors 
aren't available, grants for 
each further education coun- 
cil have also been raised 
from $900 to $2,000 to cover 
travel costs for instructors. 

In addition each council 
will receive up to $1,000 
annually to cover the costs of 
local advertising of adult 
education courses. At pre- 
sent the advertising grant is 
$600. 


Horsman said ‘‘the revised 
policy represents a continued 
commitment by Advanced 
Education and Manpower to 
the coordination and pro- 
vision of further education 
programs at the local level 
Increased grants for leader- 
ship, administration, travel 
and advertising will en- 
courage greater community 
involvement.’"’ 

There are now 80 further 


education councils in Al- 
berta, offering 12,500 cour- 
ses to almost 200,000 adults. 
Councils are -stablished by 
the Minister of Advanced 
Education and Manpower to 
coordinate available resour- 
ces to offer non-credit further 
education courses programs 
and to recommend to the 
department which programs 
should receive financial sup- 
port.

Seed bank maintains genetic “balance”

An obscure bank in Fort 
Collins, Colo., holds a 
savings account that pays 
dividends for all Americans. 

A kind of Noah’s ark of 


seeds, the National Storage 
Seed Laboratory contains 
samples of almost everything 
that’s grown in the United 
States.

Established in 1957 to 
preserve and rebuild Amer- 
ica's depleted reservoir of 
genetically pure and healthy 
seeds, the laboratory today 
contains several billion seeds 
representing nearly 100,000 
varieties of crops, forages, 
grasses, trees, shrubs and 
other horticultural life. 


HARVEST OF NEGLECT 


‘Through the years many 
of these plants were modified 
and improved, but no ade- 
quate provisions were ma 
for the preservation o 
original seed stocks,’’ Dr. 
Louis N. Bass, the National 
Seed Laboratory's director, 
told the National Geographic 
News Service. 

‘Indeed, the early history 
of agriculture_in this country 
reveals a continual yet vir- 
‘tually ignored loss of val- 
uable and often irreplaceable 
plant germplasm -- the sub- 
stance by which plants tran- 
Smit their hereditary charac- 
teristics. The seed bank 
came to the rescue by 
serving as a repository for 
this invaluable resource.”’ 

Other work deals with seed 
deterioration and genetic 
changes that take place 
during storage, which is in 
refrigerated vaults. A gew 
project involves ultra-cold 
freezing. 

Seeds from more than 1 
crops have been stored in 
liquid nitrogen at minus 321 
degrees Fahrenheit for up to 
six months at a time; and 
none of the seeds has lost its 
ability to germinate, The 
liquid nitrogen needs no 
refrigeration to stay cold. 
**We're delighted with the 
results so far,’’ said Dr. 
Bass. ‘‘The use of liquid 
nitrogen someday may re- 
move the fear of a power 
failure or outage."’ 


MOST LAST 20 YEARS 


Seeds now are stored in 
sealed cans or tins in re- 
frigerated vaults chilled to as 
low as 12 F. By keeping the 
temperature frigid, mog* 
varieties have a shelf life f 
20 or more years before they 
must be replaced by Agri- 
culture Department plant 
introduction stations or pri- 
vate suppliers. ~ \ 
Loss of power for an 
extended period could play 
havoc with the collection. 
Even under the low tem- 
peratures, some seeds have 
to be replaced every few 
weeks or months. 

Citrus fruits like grape- 
fruit, oranges, and lemons 
last only weeks and crops like 
lettuce and onions usually 
survive two or three years at 
most, 

At the other end of the 
scale are tomatoes. ‘‘Some of 
the good old garden varieties 
really hang in there," said 
Dr. Bass. ‘‘Some of these

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School Board votes 
against Bill MacDonald 


The Sturgeon School 
Board is looking for a new 
principal for Sturgeon Com- 
posite High School after they 
decided last Wednesday not 
to give the position to acting 
principal Bill MacDonald. It 

as the second time the 
board had made that same 
decision. 

The board had originally 
decided against Bill Mac- 
Donald at a special meeting 
held on the evening of March 
21 by a4 to 3 vote. Since that 
time much opposition has 
been raised against that 
decision by parents and 
students, 

Approximately 150 adults 
showed up at the annual 
meeting on April 23 pro- 
testing the decision. Chair- 
man Lois Hole told the public 
that the board, in light of the 
public opposition, would re- 
consider the vote at their 
regular board meeting on 
Wednesday, April 25. The 
public was also invited to 
make presentations outlining

Wednesday morning Mary 
Craig and Kimi Nakamura 
presented a petition on

Miss Craig, a second year 
grade 12 student, in pre- 
senting the brief told the 
board she had insufficient 
time in which to gather

Students take 
concerns to district 


office 


Monday morning approx- 
imately 150 students gath- 
ered in front of the Sturgeon 
School District office to 
protest the board's decision 
last Wednesday not to make 
Bill MacDonald principal of 
Sturgeon Composite High 
School. Members of the 
board were in a meeting at 
the time and were aware of 
the students’ presence. 

Some students were spor- 
ting placards which read, 
**MACDONALD, He Does It 
All For Us"’ and ‘‘We Want 
Someone Who Cares."’ 
There were others. 

In talking with the stu- 
dents outside, the Gazette 
was told that the students 
really liked Mr. MacDonald. 
Some thought at least 7/8ths 


of the student body were 
adamant in their support of 
the man. The students 
pointed out that even stu- 
dents who had run afoul of 
school rules were supporting 
Mr. MacDonald saying that 
he was strict, but fair. 

Perry Campbell an 18 year 
old student at Sturgeon 
Composite High School com- 
mented, ‘'these board mem- 
bers had better remember 
there’s a lot of us in grade 12 
who'll be deciding soon 
whether they stay in office."’ 

The students thought that 
more students would have 
come to the protest at the 
district offices if they had 
had rides.

School conditions anger 
Namao parents 


Namao parents are won- 
dering why the Sturgeon 
School District has spent so 
much money on new board 
offices and so little on 
cleaning up the flooding pro- 
blems at the old Namao 
School. 

In a letter presented to 
trustees at their April 25 
meeting, two parent groups 
complained about ‘‘deplor- 
able conditions at the white 
building being used for the 
Kindergarten to Grade 3 
children."’ 

Flooded washrooms and 
basement floors, unhealthy 
smells, hazardous stairs, 
water and sewage draining 
onto the playground and 
general overcrowding were 
all cited as reasons why the 
25 year old school ‘‘as it is 
now, is inadequate, deter- 
iorating, and a most un- 
healthy enyironment in 
which to place our children 
for their learning exper- 
iences."' 

The letter was signed by 
Joyce Bevan, secretary of the 
Namao Kindergarten Local 
Advisory Committee and 
Janet Reed, secretary of the 
Namao School Communica- 
tions Committee, The old 
Namao School houses 150 
children, 

Mrs. Reed said in an 
interview that after compar- 
ing conditions in the Namao 
School washrooms with the 
new, well-lit carpeted and 
cedar-walled School District 
offices, ‘‘l wonder where 
their (the trustees’) priorities 
are. It seems that there could 
have been a happy me- 
dium,”’ 

Mrs. Bevan agreed that 
some of the $452,000 spent 
on the District offices should 
have been spent fixing up 
Namao School. ‘Granted the 
board needed larger facili- 
ties, but I don't think they 
need all that cedar."’

Mrs. Bevan and Mrs. Reed 
said conditions at the Namao 
School have improved right 
now, but that's only because 
the flooding season is over. 
‘Parents of former students 
say that the school basement 
has flooded as long as they 
can remember,"’ Mrs. Bevan 
said. 

The school’s principal, 
Alex Letts, said that during 
flooding last month, planks 
had to be laid down on the 
washroom floors and child- 
ren wore rubber boots to 
keep their feet out of the 
four-inch deep water. Mr. 
Letts said that in his five 
years at the school it has 
flooded ‘‘every spring and 
anytime during heavy rain." 

In response to Mrs. Be- 
van's claim that conditions in 
the old Namao Schobdl were 
causing some children to be 
ill, Mr. Letts said ‘‘I 
wouldn't want to comment 
on that."’ 

Chairman of the Sturgeon 
School District's Building 
Committee, trustee Don 
Hood, objected to any com- 
parison between the dilap- 
idated conditions at Namao 
School and the new furn- 
ishings at the board offices. 
“I don't think it becomes a 
question of. comparing buil- 
dings,’ he said. ‘‘You have 
to separate the two things."’ 

Mr. Hood added that the 
district had probably held off 
on doing any major repairs to 
the old Namao School be- 
cause funding from the 
province may allow a new 
school to be built. He

admitted however that con- 
ditions at Namao School have 
worsened each year and 
there are still no guarantees 
of funding from the gov- 
ernment, A ‘declaration of 
need’ is still being prepared 
for submission to Alberta 
Education, 

School trustee Jim Ward, 
representative for Namao 
School, agreed with Mr. 
Hood that it would've been 
foolish to cut costs on 
building the board offices in 
order to have money to 
improve conditions at the old 
Namao School. ‘We'd love 
to rebuild everything if we 
had the money,'’ he said. 
“It's a board decision. You 
just can't change your prior- 
ities."’ 

Mr. Ward said the board, 
by choosing to renovate the 
old Cunningham School for 
its offices instead of adding

Deficit in Sturgeon’s 


1979 school budget 


Sturgeon School District's 
$10 million budget calls for a 
$279,596 deficit for 1979, but 
taxpayers won't be paying 
for it this year. 

For the third year in a row 
the mill rate will stay at 35.85 
-- 16 percent below the 
maximum allowable rate. 

The district's assistant 
superintendent, Walter 
Heppler, said the board 
decided against increasing 
taxes because this year's 
deficit should be eliminated 
within a year, ‘‘We should be 
back to a fairly normal state 
of affairs next year,'’ he said, 

The deficit is largely due to 
a reduction in funding from 
the provincial government, 
Heppler said, Last year the 
district received $245,000 
more in grants than it was 
supposed to, and now AIl- 
berta Education is adjusting 
its funding to regain the 
over-payment. 

Mr, Heppler said the 
over-payment occurred be- 
cause the district was late in 
getting its building cost 
estimates for Sturgeon Com- 
posite High School to Alberta 
Education, As a result, the 
province over-estimated its 
grant and Sturgeon wasn’t 
caught short of funds. 
Figures since then have 
shown that the district 
received far more than it 
should have. 

The $245,000 loss in 
revenues, along with $34,596 
in other proposed expendi-

tures, account for the $279,- 
596 deficit that the board is 
predicting. 

The major expenditures of 
the budget include: elemen- 
tary school instruction - 
$2,409,340; junior high sch- 
ool instruction - $1,182,310; 
senior high school instruction 
- $1,196,860; special educa- 
tion - $866,930; administra- 
tion - $400,910; operation 
and maintenance - $1,114,- 
$00; transportation of pupils 
- $1,100,470; and capital 
outlay for debts and transfers 
- $1,766,600. More than one 
half of the budget 
$5,913,700.-- will be spent on 
salaries. 

The board has also set 
aside funds for several 
proposed projects, including 
the repair or replacement of 
the old Namao School.

Decisions! Decisions! 


Sturgeon Composite has had a lot of ups and 
downs in the short time it has been in 
existence. One thing it seems to have going 
for it is acting principal Bill MacDonald. 


It is obvious that a majority of the students can 
really relate to the man. Some of the students 
consider him strict, but fair. They want him as 
principal. 


His staff doesn't consider him to be the best 
principal they ever worked for, but they quickly 
say he is not the worst and they seem to work 
well with him. 


Some of the policies Mr. MacDonald has 
initiated have caused the board to rap his 
knuckles on occasion. Mr. MacDonald consid- 
ers himself to be a progressive/aggressive 
administrator. Perhaps this is not what the 
board wants in a principal. 


Mr. MacDonald follows the rules and expects 
his students to. He explains the rule of the 
school to the offenders because he feels they 
deserve to understand fully their situation. He 
does appear to be a fair and responsible 
principal. 


He was principal of an elementary/junior high 
school for seven years before coming to 
Sturgeon Composite. He spent two years as a 
vice principal at Sturgeon Composite. and the 
last year as acting principal. He understands 
that the board does not have to divulge the 
reasons for their decision. Since the decision 
Mr. MacDonald has carried on with his duties 
at the school as though nothing had happened. 
He is proud of the students who stood up for 
him, as well as the many parents and parent 
groups. He has also kept clear of discussing 
the incident with outsiders. 


Most people | have talked to seem to think that 
Mr. MacDonald is qualified for the job, even 
though there is no reason to believe that they 
fully understand the situation. It is interesting 
however, that many of them believe the conflict 
stems from a _ personality clash between 
Superintendent Robinson and Mr. MacDonald. 
There is no doubt that they are both strong 
individuals and stand up for what they believe 
in. 


Superintendent Robinson is a competent 
administrator and points out it is an important 
part of his job to give the members of the 
board all important data - pro and con. As far 
as | have observed as a reporter at the board 
meetings, this he does. Mr. Robinson also says 
that he has never felt any animosity toward Mr. 
MacDonald. There is no doubt that the 
information Mr. Robinson supplies the board is 
carefully considered by each trustee. 


If Mr. Robinson's recommendation was not in 
Mr. MacDonald's favour, surely the trustees 
would not be blinded by that recommendation. 
Surely they base their decisions on their 
individual integrity and understanding of the 
situation, whether they are for or against the 
proposal. 


| hope that the seven trustees, each and every 
one of them, did conduct themselves respons- 
ibly, for Bill MacDonald's sake, for the sake of 
the board's credibility, but most importantly for 
the sake of the students. After all, that is what 
school is all about. ,

students would have signed 
it. She also pointed out that 
she hadn't approached any 
grade 10 students. It was her 
contention that most of the 
students in the school liked 
Mr. MacDonald as principal. 
Only 10 students she polled 
refused to sign the petition. 

Miss Nakamura, past pre- 
sident of the Students’ Union 
told the board Mr. Mac- 
Donald was very open, 
responsive, friendly, obser- 
vant and really cared about 
his students. She felt he was 
the kind of man they wanted 
for principal. 

Trustee John McDonell 
complimented the girls on 
their presentation and cour- 
age, remarking it was ob- 
vious they were getting an 
education. 


PUBLIC CONCERNED 


The public was mostly 
interested in the reasons Mr. 
MacDonald was not made 
principal. They felt the 
information should be made 
public. Lois Hole informed 
them that on the advice of 
their solicitor they would not 
answer any questions, just 
hear the presentations. 

Other concerns regarded 
Mr. MacDonald’s future. 
They commented the board's 
decision would blemish his 
record, especially since none 
of the reasons had been 
made known. 

Many of the parents felt 
that a large part of the 
board's decision had been 
based on the recommenda- 
tion of Superintendent Ro- 
binson. They felt that the 
matter was centered around 
a conflict of personalities. 
They were upset that when 
the board went ‘in camera’ to 
discuss the matter Mr. 
Robinson was again involved 
in the discussions. 


THE FINAL DECISION 


After about 40 minutes, 
the trustees returned to the 
board room with their de- 
cisions in mind, Joyce Por- 
shild made the motion to give 
Mr. MacDonald the position 
of principal at Sturgeon 
Composite High School. 

In speaking to her motion, 
Trustee Porshild commented 
it had been a very difficult 
task for the board and there 
had been some misunder- 
standing. She explained her 
decision was based on giving 
the administrative recom- 
mendation 25%, Bill’s record 
25% and the public's opinion 
50%. From the admini- 
Stration's recommendation 
she gave Mr. MacDonald 
10%, from his record she 
gave him 20% and from the 
public opinion she gave him 
45%, which gave him 75%, 
enough for her to vote in 
favour of the motion. 

Trustee John McDonell 
told the group he had no idea 
which way the vote was 
going to go, but he asked the 
public to please accept 
whatever decision was made. 
He commented further that 
he had supported Mr. Mac- 
Donald before and his feel- 
ings had not changed. 

Trustee Ruth Wall re- 
marked that Mr. MacDonald 
had some good points and 
some bad points, and after 
weighing the situation could 
not vote in his favour. 
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Joyce Bevan, secretary of

Keith Everitt said he had 
two things to live with, a 
code of ethics and his 
conscience, that he must 
represent the people in 
Division 2. He deliberated on 
both of them and decided to 
support the motion after 
considering all pertinent 
concerns. He further com- 
mented that the board 
usually asked for the advice 
of the superintendent and so 
he asked Mr. Robinson what 
his recommendation was, 

Trustee Hood immediately 
jumped to his feet and 
interrupted the proceedings, 
much to the dislike of the 
public. Mr. Hood pointed out 
their solicitor had cautioned 
them not to reveal what had 
taken place ‘in camera’ and 
that by asking the question 
Mr. Everitt was going 
against that recommenda- 
tion. He also pointed out that 
it put Superintendent Ro- 
binson in a compromising 
position. Mr. Hood added 
that the public may hot like 
the decision of individual 
board members, but they 
were acting as a board, 
which represented the school 
district, and the vote should 
be accepted, He concluded 
by saying he knew the 
parents were concerned with 


.the students’ well being and 


he assured them it was also 
his primary concern. 

Trustee James Ward then 
took the floor and told the 
public he had been a member 
of the board when Mr. 
MacDonald was first selected 
for the position of acting 
principal. At that time he had 
strongly supported Mr. 
MacDonald, however he 
would not now support Mr. 
MacDonald for the position 
of principal. He added that a 
‘hell of a lot of soul 
searching"’ went into it and 
he'd like to thank the people 
for expressing their con- 
cerns. 

Chairman Lois Hole told 
the people she had been on 
the board for the second 
longest term and in that time 
had always strived to make 
the right decision. She asked 
the public to support the 
board in their decision. She 
concluded, saying she 
valued the Sturgeon school 
system very highly and 
wanted to see the best for, it. 

Trustee Keith Everitt 


again took the floor insisting 
Mr. Robinson answer his 
question. He pointed out that 
Mr. Robinson had never 
hesitated to advise the board 
before and he would like to 
hear his recommendation. 
Mr. Robinson replied he 
had already made his 
recommendation to the board 
and due to the confidential 
nature of the matter he 
would net make it public. 
Chairman Hole then called 
for the vote and again it was 
a 4-3 split against the 
motion, with Trustees Hole, 


Mr. Everitt then made a 
motion of intent to offer Mr. 
MacDonald a position as 
vice-principal. It will be dealt 
with at the next meeting. 

The public was adamantly 
upset and dissatisfied with 
the board’s decision and left 
the meeting commenting 
that the board had not heard 
the last of it. 

All members of the board 
were visibly shaken by the 
affairs of the afternoon and 
the meeting came to an 
abrupt halt. Bad feelings ran 
rampant among the trustees.

FAMILY SAFETY 
AND THE CHILD

Annually, hundreds of 
accidents occur in Canada, 
both in urban and rural 
areas, including electrical, 
livestock and tractor trage- 
dies. A preliminary survey 
resulted in 25 percent of all 
farm accidents include chil- 
dren. Most of these accidents 
are caused through careless- 
ness, disobedience, ignor- 
ance of safety rules or just 
plain forgetfulness. Many of 
them, most likely, could have 
been prevented like the 
following incident which was 
caused through disobedience 
and carelessness. 

Tom Swindel stretched as 
he emerged lazily from his 
cabin-like house. He took a 
deep breath and filled his 
lungs with the crisp, early 
morning air, as he took in the 
farm view.. The distant hills 
sparkled in the early morning 
light, as the brilliant sun 
peeked over them. The cows 
and horses stirred lazily out 
of their sleep, in the corrals. 

Tom Swindel was a mon- 
strous man with a rough, 
swarthy face that revealed 
his many years of hard 
labour. He sat down on the 
damp porch steps and 
reached for his cowboy boots 
on a wooden crate behind 
him, where he remembered 
leaving them the previous 
night. He stood up and 
stamped his feet into the old, 
worn out boots and reached 
for his hat, hanging on a nail, 
by the door. He adjusted it 
the way he always wore it 
and called through the 
screen door, ‘‘Greg! Tell 
mommy I'm leavirig."’ 

At that his four year old 
son, Greg, burst through the 
screen door with a handmade 
airplane in one hand anda 
half-eaten piece of toast in 
the other. He ran around the 
yard muffling the sound of an 
airplane through a full mouth 
of toast. Greg was a small 
boy for his age with dusty 
blonde hair, mischievous 
blue eyes and a mouth that 
was always going. 

Grég ran up the porch 
steps and stopped in front of 
his mom and dad, puffing. 
They were both laughing at 
him, even his two year old 
sister, Lisa, who didn’t really 
know what was going on. 
Tom bent down, scooped 
Greg up and gave him a big 


* hug. 


**You be good today, ya’ 
hear,’’ he said jokingly. 

He put Greg down and 
said he better be going. As 
he hurried to the shed he 
heard his wife call behind 


him, ‘*What time'll you be in 
for lunch?"’ 

“Oh, around 12:30,"" he 
called back, a little breath- 
lessly. 

He swung open the big 
shed doors. From within the 
midst of the dark shed there 
sounded the motor of the big 
John Deere tractor. Greg 
jumped up and down and 
clapped his hands for his 
father sometimes took him 
for a ride in the tractor., 

But Greg was disappoin- 
ted. His father drove out the 
shed doors and as far as the 
field gate. He got off and 
opened the gate and then 
retraced his trail back to- 
wards the house. He passed 
Greg on the porch and 
pushed through the screen 
door, Greg heard his father 
ask his mother for his blue 
jean jacket because it was 
colder than he thought. 

But Greg didn't under- 
stand half of the muffled 
words and ran for the tractor. 
He tried to climb up to the 
seat but couldn't and never 
did because his father 
usually lifted him up. So he 
lifted his knee and barely got 
it on the first step and stood 
up. He repeated this for the 
next step and triumphantly 
sat in the seat. By this time 
his father was once ‘again 
retracing his steps toward 
the tractor. Greg jumped up 
and down on the seat and 
turned the steering wheel, 
mimicking the sound of a 
motor, to the real sound. He 
turned to stand on the seat to 
wave to his father but slipped 
and stepped on the gear 
shift. 

The tractor started to 
move. The trees all around 
him were moying and Greg 
screamed. Tom looked up 
towards the tractor in the 
field and yelled at the top of 
his lungs, ‘‘Greg! Greg! 
Hold on!"’ and ran after him. 
But the tractor was moving 
faster now and to Greg the 
surroundings were a big 
blur. His mother's attention 
was attracted by the como- 
tion and she too was running 
after him. Greg drew farther 
and farther from the farm 
and neither of his parents 
could catch him. Finally, the 
tractor crashed énto the trees 
and the impact jolted Greg to 
the ground and all went 
black. 

The next time Greg open- 
ed his-eyes he was in a 
hospital in critical condition 
but doctors said he would 
make it. 

This could have been 
prevented had the tractor 
been shut off when not in 
use. Also Greg should have 
been told never to go near 
the tractor alone and if he 
was told he should have 
obeyed. This is just one 
example of the many farm 
accidents, that occur on 
farms, that injure and take 
the lives of many youth.

The great fire 
at Gibbons

During the very early 
1930's, there was, in Gib- 
bons a_ building « which 
housed a_ barber shop, 
complete with awning and 
striped pole. Inside was a 
pool room on the north end, a 
confectionery store was in 
the ‘‘main’’ big room, which 
faced south onto the Main 
Street at Gibbons. 

In the store were big glass 
show cases of tobaccos, 
cigarettes, snuff, chewing 
tobacco as well as cigars. 

In the other half of this 
case were chocolate bars and 
boxes of chocolates. 

In a special place near the 
door stood a glass case, 
which reached to the ceiling. 

In this case were great jars 
of candy hoarhound, whistles 
and plugs like. chewing 
tobacco. There were stick 
candies with rings on them 
and suckers of all types. A 
thrilling place for kids who 
had a penny or a nickel to 
spend. 

Along the east side of this 
building was the ice cream 
parlor. It was a real ice cream 
parlor, complete with white 
wrought iron tables and 
chairs. A pink and white 
striped awning, graced the 
upper portion of the east 
wall. 

In those very early 1900's 
there was no electricity, 
running water, refrigerators 
or natural gas. 

The ice cream was kept in 
great chests and ice had to be 
chopped up with salt and 
packed in around the cans 
containing the ice cream. 

Then there was only one 
way to maKe an ice cream 
soda, pop poured over a 
scoop of ice cream. 

Dr. Pearl had his office 
east of the parlor, and later, 
his office became a ‘resi- 
dence, 

A high board-fence ran 
behind this building north to 
a small shack. Everytime 
circus posters were pasted 
there everyone gathered to 
enjoy big - almost life sized 
colored pictures of people on 
the ‘‘flying trapeze,"’ ele- 
phants, tigers and so on. 
Many could not afford the 
real circus. So this fence 
more than made up for it. 

One night the cry of - fire - 
was heard. (There was no 
such thing as a fire rig then) 
.+» An overheated pot bellied 
heater had made the old tin, 
stove pipes too hot. The 
wood shingles had caught. 

Everyone formed a human 
chain to pass buckets of 
water from the railway water 


tank. 

Running back and forth 
everyone, even kids, threw 
buckets of water on other 
buildings nearby, saturating 
roofs and walls. 

Our wonderful old con- 
fectionery, pool room, barber 
shop, ice cream parlor and 
circus fence, burned down. 

New residents and chil- 
dren, can now realize the 
corner at the west end of 


Gibbons main street, on the 
north side no longer exists, 
in its ‘‘original’’ state. 

The buildings which stand 
there now, ‘‘old’’ as they 
seem, are not the way they 
used to be in Gibbons during 
the 1930's. 

That great place of many 
social get-togethers, disapp- 
eared into the ashes of a 
wonderful time,

Bill Gardiner is the direc- 
tor of Administrative Ser- 
vices on the St. Albert 
Games Board, and as with 
other directors on the Board, 
puts in a good number of 
hours every week in pre- 
paration for the Alberta 
Summer Games. 

Right now is a little quiet 
for Bill, as a lot of his work on 
the Board was done in the 
first few months of opera- 
tion. However, when the 
Games get a little closer, 
things will pick up again. 

Bill Gardiner is vice 
president of Standard Gen- 
eral Construction in St. 
Albert, and has been with 
the company for 22 years. 
Bill is married, has a boy and 
a girl, and has resided in St. 
Albert for six years. 

He was appointed to the 
Games Board last summer, 
and began: setting up the 
offices of the local Board 
WITH Bernie March, mana- 
ging co-ordinator. 

Some of Bill's duties 
include sitting on the execu- 
tive committee with chair- 
man Dick Fowler and vice- 
chairman Lorne Wood. The 
committee has spent many 
hours going over budgets 
from other directors on the 
Board. Bill points out that 


sometimes he'll get together 
with other directors to go 
over specific problems.

In a fund raising move, Bill 
and his colleagues made 
application to.the Alberta 
Attorney General depart- 
ment to hold a casino, with 
plans to have it in Edmonton. 
The department told them to 
hold it in St. Albert, but the 
St. Albert Games Board felt 
it would conflict with the 
Kinsmen’s rodeo efforts. The 
idea was grounded. 

Part of Bill's respon- 
sibilities was to line up legal 
and insurance policies, so 
that all athletes taking part 
would be covered in case of 
some misfortune. He also is 
assisting others in esta- 
blishing a volunteer pool, 
where volunteers will be 
directed to areas where they 
are needed. 

All in all, it’s been a busy 
part of Bill Gardiner’s life, 
but as Bill says, ‘‘I don’t 
regret it since I volunteered. 
When I was first approached, 
I was a little hesitant, but 
when I found out who I'd be 
working for, I said ‘yes’. I 
have a lot of respect for Dick 
Fowler.”’

**We're reasonably acc- 
urate at forecasting large-

By the year 2000 or sooner, 
the questions may be easily 
answered by the flick of a TV 
knob.
